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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information referred to in the international search report has been 
considered. Should Applicant require that the cited documents be printed on any patent 
that may publish from this application, a form PTO-1449 listing the cited documents 
must be provided. 

Preliminary Amendment 

Applicant's preliminary amendment has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 12-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Line 5 of claim 12 includes vague spelling. Note 
"opposit". In. claim 18, "the notes" and "the scale" each lack proper antecedent basis. In 
claim 19, "the undersides" lack proper antecedent basis. In lines 5 to 6 of claim 19, the 
recitation "and engage the undersides if the elements of the platen consecutively when 
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the assembly is reciprocated" is grammatically vague. Line 2 of claim 20 is 
grammatically vague. Note the recitation "in the form of a bayonet slots". The 
remaining claims are indefinite since each depends from an indefinite claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-22 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. A rocker assembly with selectively usable wheels is shown by 
each of Shepardson (256390) and Kinnear (2106927). A rocker with oppositely located 
rocker panels is shown by Beger (5178438). A rocker assembly with a series of slats is 
shown by each of Bell (224130) and Dixon (2219624). A seating assembly with a series 
of slats is shown by Sullivan (5957536).
